ABDUCTOR CAUGHT 


Philadelphia, Juno 19, — Freddie 
Muth, the 7-year-old son of Jeweler 
Charles Muth, who was 
kidnapped 
from the Muhlenburg public school 
last Tuesday, was found in a vacant 
house 
and 
returned to his grief- 
stricken parents, 
John Joseph Kean. 
member of a respectable New York 
family, one time bookkeeper of the 
Harlem 
bank, a stock broker, and 
more recently a real estate agent, Is 
the abductor. 
Driven by the commis- 
sion of a comparatively small offense 
to the heinous crime of child stealing, 
he occupies a cell in the central po- 
lice station, with life imprisonment 
staring him in the face. Replete with 
dramatic incidents from its inception, 
the climax of the abduction was sen- 
sational to a degree. 
The kidnapper 
was taken at the point of a pistol 
only after he had been fired upon and 
when he realized that escape was im- 
possible. 
Kean Is a married man and 
the father of three children. Ho gave 
as his reason for abducting the Muth 
boy that he needed money. 


From the day of the kidnapping 
until the arrest Kean had kept the 
child in three vacant houses in West 
Philadelphia, 
Meantime 
the 
entire 
detective and police force of this city 
were 
conducting 
an 
unremitting 
search, and the authorities of other 
cities had been furnished with a de- 
scription of the boy and his captor, 
with instructions to keep a lookout for 
the pair. 


Had No Confederate. 


Captain Donaghy, of the local de- 
tective force, however, was convinced 
that Kean and the child were in the 
city, the evidence of this being in the 
five letters which the kidnapper sent 
to Mr. Muth negotiating for the re- 
turn of the boy. 
All of these, wüth 
the exception of one received from 
Wilmington. Del., were mailed in the 
central district of Philadelphia. 
The 
Wilmington 
letter, the 
police say, 
Kean denies having written, although 
he refers to it in a subsequent com- 
munication. It is hinted thai this mis- 
sive was mailed by a woman, but the 
pollne declare that Kean had no con- 
federates in the abduction. 


The first information that Kean and

nearest polioo station and from there ^ 
taken in H patrol wagon to the city 
liall. 


Tho news of the capturo had roachfd 
the centro of the clt>% and whea the 


prisoner and the bny arrived at tho city 
hall a great crowd had gathered. Kean, 
white with fear, trembled so that ho 
could scarcely walk, and begged tho de- 
tectives not to kill him. 


With the boy. he was taken Inta 
Mayor Weaver's ofilco. and the mayor

communicated 
by

phone with Mr. Muth. who hastened to 
the Mayor's ofilce, and tho meeting be- 
tween father and child was most affect- 
ing. 
When his father had ceased to 
hug and caress him. Freddie drew sev- 
eral small coins from his pocket and 
Bho\ved them to Mr, Muth, saying in 
his childish -way that the man had 
given them to him. 


Was Not 111 Treated. 


The child bore no evidenco of ill 
treatment 
beyond 
lack 
of 
suñlclent 
nourishment. 
He had been fed on 
bread and milk which Kean had stolen 
from doorsteps. 
When found he held 
a couple of crusts of bread in his hands 
and his school book was under his arm. 
He had not beon washed since his ab- 
duction, and his face was smudged, 
while his jacket was much soiled from 
sleeping on the dirty floor of tho house. 
Kean never left him alone until he was 
asleep.

wrought up by the commission of a 
criminal act. The newspapers, in order 
to aid the police in tracking tho kid- 
napper, were compelled to publish mis-

letters which tho kidnapper wrote to 
Mr. Muth he threatened to kill the boy 
if his demands were not met. 
Ho de- 
manded that Mr. Muth tell the police 
a fictitious tale about the disappearance 
of his son in order that the detectives 
might bo withdrawn. 
His letters were 
answered by Captain Donaghy through 
the "personal" columns of the news- 
papers, and apparently all of Ills de- 
mands were granted. 
Tho reward Ol 
$1000 offered by the father of the boy 
was accepted by Kean, arid as a test he 
sent a letter to Mr. Muth requesting 
him to send ?200 to a certain address, 
the remainder to bo paid later. 
An- 
other letter commanded Mr. Muth to 
place tho money in the engine shed oJ 
an engineering operation in tho centre 
of tho city, 
The police were on hand 
to arrest Kean If he should appear, 
but the letter was received so late that 
when tho police arrived at the point 
Kean, If he had beon there, had left 
Kean promised in the letter to send 
the boy to his aunt, Mrs. Becker, at 
New Brunswick, if the money was 
(orthcoming. 


Was In FInnncIal Straits. 


Kean told the police in his statement 
That ho abducted the boy primarily to 
£»tjcure tlie $100 he had embezzled from 
Charles J. Cooko. In addition, ho said, 
he Is in debt, with no means of pro- 
viding for his family. 
He said he 
never 
i*:* - t^i'^d to harm tho boy, and 
drtUircd the statements he made in his 
letters to Mr. Muth that the child was 
being dosed with whiskey were untrue 
He kept Freddie quiet by giving him 
candy and pennies, he said. 


Previous to kidnapping the 
Mutb 
child, he had attempted unsuccessfully 
to abduct Louis Kolasky, a 6-year-old 
boy, whose parents he believed were 
well-to-do, 


Kean's parents live at 967 Park ave- 
nue, New York. His brother is to be 
ordained to the priesthood this month 
It developed after Kean's arrest that 
he had stolen $20,000 from the Harlem 
Bank, New York, when he was book- 
keeper in 1894. He admitted the theft

Cried For His Mamma. 


Later reporters were permitted to 
question the boy, but he seemed too 
much dazed to give a connected story 
of his adventures. In answer to ques- 
tions. the child said: 


"The man took me on one car and 
then on another and put me In a 
house whore there were no chairs. He 
locked the door. 
I was afraid and 
cried. 
He told me to stop crying, as 
I would soon see my mamma. I cried 
all the time and went to sleep. 
The 
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man folded a coat and put It undei 
me. t h e next day in the day time ht- 
brought 
bread and milk and some 
oysters. 
I cried again, and the man 
said I would see mamma soon. 
That 
day he went out to get something and 
looked the doors. 
I went to a window- 
and saw Some boys and ladies looking 
up at me. 
I tried to lift the window^ 
to talk to them, but the man came 
back. 
He closed 
tho shutters 
and 
tiold me to stay away from the win- 
dows. 
I asked him why he was hid- 
ing. and ho said tho police wore after 
me. 
I got awfully frightened. 
Two 
or three (imoj we heard noises down 
stairs, and the man took me on the 
roof and wo went into the next house. 
The man said they were policempn. 
The man gave me pennies and told 
me not to make a noise. W e were go- 
ing some place when a lot of men and 
policemen caught the man." 


Mr. Muth said that he did not know 
Kean and had neror seen him until

Bialystok Russia, Juno 14.—A Jew- 
ish anarchist threw a bomb among the

persons.

Christians attacked and massacred thfl 
Jews and demolished their shops. Hun- 
dreds of persons were killed or wounded 
The bomb was thrown from tho bal- 
cony of a house in Alexandrov street 
A Russian clergyman named Fednrofl 
was anion gthose killed by the explo 
sion. 


Immediately after the explosion Jewi 
began to fire with revolvers from thi 
windows of the house into the crowd 
Soldiers surrounded the house and fired 
two volleys into the windows. 
Mean- 
while the' enraged Christians attacked 
tho Jewish stores in Alexandrov and 
Suraz streets, demolishing tho fixtures 
and windows and throwing the goods 
Into the gutters, and beating and mur- 
derlng tho Jews. 
A crowd of Jews fled 
to tho railroad station, pursued by thi 
mob, which killed many of them there 
Three Jews were thrown from second- 
story windows of the railroad statioc 
building.

MUTH BOY FOUND; 
ABDUCTOR CAUGHT 


Philadelphia, June 19. — Freddie 
Muth, the 7-year-old son of Jew eler 
Charles Muth, who was 
kidnapped 
from the M uhlenburg public school 
last Tuesday, was found in a vacant 
house 
and 
returned to his grief- 
stricken parents. 
John Joseph Kean, 
m em ber of a respectable New York 
family, one time bookkeeper of the 
H arlem 
bank, a stock broker, and 
m ore recently a real estate agent, is 
the abductor. 
Driven by the commis- 
sion of a com paratively small offense 
to the heinous crime of child stealing, 
he occupies a cell in the central po­ 
lice station, with life im prisonm ent 
staring him in the face. 
Replete with 
dram atic incidents from its inception, 
the climax of the abduction was sen­ 
sational to a degree. 
The kidnapper 
was taken a t the point of a pistol 
only after he had been fired upon and 
w hen he realized th a t escape was im ­ 
possible. 
K ean is a m arried man and 
the father of three children. He gave 
as his reason for abducting the Muth 
boy that he needed money. 


From the day of the kidnapping 
until the arrest Kean had kept the 
child in three vacant houses in W est 
Philadelphia, 
M eantime 
the 
entire 
detective and police force of this city

with instructions to keep a lookout for 
the pair. 


Had No Confederate. 


Captain Donaghy, of the local de­ 
tective force, however, was convinced 
th a t Kean and the child were in the 
city, the evidence of this being in the 
five letters which the kidnapper sent 
to Mr. Muth negotiating for the re­ 
turn of the boy. 
All of these, with 
the exception of one received from 
Wilmington, Del., w ere mailed in the 
central district of Philadelphia. 
The 
W ilmington 
letter, the 
police say, 
K ean denies having written, although 
he refers to it in a subsequent com­ 
munication. It is hinted that this mis­ 
sive was mailed by a woman, but the 
police declare th a t K ean had no con­ 
federates in the abduction. 


The first inform ation that Kean and 
his captive were in the vicinity in 
which the a rrest w as eventually made 
came from Joseph Sager, a baker at 
60th street and 
H averford avenue, 
who told a policeman last w eek that 
he had seen a man and boy answering 
the 
description of the 
pair in an 
oyster saloon at G013 Haverford ave­ 
nue shortly after m idnight last W ed­ 
nesday. 
Special Officers Clare and 
Vale were immediately detailed upon 
the case and instructed to remain in 
th at neighborhood until fu rth er or­ 
ders. 
They 
im m ediately 
began 
a 
search of all the v acan t huses in the 
neighborhood, and their search led 
them to the very house occupied by 
the 
abductor 
and 
the 
child. 
The 
dwellings were so constructed, how­ 
ever, th at by m eans of a rear shed 
Kean was able to elude the police by 
climbing into the back windows of 
two adjoining houses, which were also 
unoccupied. 
A second investigation 
resulted in the recovery of the boy 
and the arrest of the kidnapper. 


Sager, the baker, was acquainted 
with Kean, and the police were thus 
enabled to obtain his address. 
They 
visited his home and learned from his 
wife that he had no t been there with 
her knowledge since last Monday, the 
day previous to the abduction. 
She 
stated, however, th a t he had evidently 
crept into the house, as a pillow, an 
overcoat and a cape w ere missing.

Fired On Kidnapper. 


Freddie said 4 'Hello/ 1 
and im me­ 
diately began to cry. 
Vale leaped 
through the window and stepped across 
the roof to the adjoining house. 
He 
was just in time to see K ean hurrying 
down the stairs. Drawing his revolver 
he fired at the fleeing man, but missed. 
He crawled through the window and 
followed, catching up w ith K ean as the 
latter was m aking for the front door. 
The policeman again pointed his re­ 
volver a t the kidnapper, who threw up 
his hands, crying: “ 1 surrend er/' The 


child in the w sanwhilo had followed 
the pair and reached the first floor as 
the arrest wa* made. 
The kidnapper 
and his captive were hastened to the 
nearest polluo station aud from there 
taken in a patrol wagon to the city 
hall. 


The news of the capture had reaehfd 
the centre of the city, and when the 


prisoner and the boy arrived at the city 
hall a great crowd had gathered. Kean, 
white w ith fear, trembled so th at ho 
could scarcely walk, and begged the de­ 
tectives not to kill him. 


W ith the boy, he was taken into

a couple of crusts of bread in his hands 
and his school book was under his arm. 
He had not been washed since his ab­ 
duction, and his face was smudged, 
while his jacket was much soiled from 
sleeping on the dirty floor of the house. 
K ean never left him alone until he was 
asleep. 


N ot since the abduction of Charlio 
Ross 
has

w rought up by the commission of a 
criminal act. The newspapers, in order 
to aid the police in tracking the kid­ 
napper, were compelled to publish m is­ 
leading stories 
for

throw ing Kean off his guard.

letters which the kidnapper wrote to 
Mr. Muth he threatened to kill the boy 
if his demands were not met. 
He de­ 
manded that Mr. Muth tell the police 
a fictitious tale about the disappearance 
of his son in order th at the detectives 
m ight be withdrawn. 
His letters were 
answered by Captain Donaghy through 
the “personal” columns of the news­ 
papers, and apparently all of his de­ 
m ands were granted. 
The reward Oi 
$1000 offered by the father of the boy 
was accepted by Kean, ar»d as a test he 
sent a letter to Mr. Muth requesting 
him to send ?200 to a certain address, 
the rem ainder to bo paid later. 
An­ 
other letter commanded Mr. Muth to 
place the money in the engine shed oJ 
an engineering operation in the centre 
of the city. 
The police were on hand 
to arrest Kean If ho should appear, 
but the letter was received so late that 
tvhen the police arrived at the point 
Kean, if he had been there, had left 
K ean promised in the letter to send 
the boy to hi3 aunt, Mrs. Becker, at 
New Brunswick, if the money was 
forthcoming. 


Was In Financial Straits. 


K ean told the police in his statement 
That he abducted the boy prim arily to 
Mjcure the $100 he had embezzled from 
Charles J. Cooke. In addition, ho said, 
he is in debt, with no m eans of pro­ 
viding for his family. 
He said he

to harm the boy, and 
declared the statem ents he made In his 
letters to Mr. Muth th at the child was 
being dosed with whiskey were untrue 
He kept Freddie quiet by giving him 
candy and pennies, he said. 


Previous to kidnapping the Muth 
child, he had attem pted unsuccessfully 
to abduct Louis Kolasky, a 6-year-old 
boy, whose parents he believed were 
well-to-do.

crime, rose from her bed to welcome 
her child, Despite efforts of relatives 
to detain her, she insisted upon wait­ 
ing a t the front door until the crowd 
had swelled to more than 1000 per­ 
sons. 
Then she withdrew Into the 
house, and shortly afterw ard a c a r 
riage with the boy and his father 
drove up to the house. 
T h e crowd 
cheered as the little fellow was hur­ 
ried into

I cried again, and the m an 
said I would see m am m a soon.

day he w ent out to g et som ething and 
locked the doors.

I tried to lift the window* 
to talk to them, b u t th e m an came 
back. 
H e closed tho shutters and 
told me to stay aw ay from the win­ 
dows.

JEW S MASSACRED IN RUSSIA 


Hebrew A narchist T hrew Bomb Into 
Christians and Many W ere Killed. 
Bialystok R ussia, June 14.—A Jew ­ 
ish anarchist th rew a bomb among the 
Corpus Christ! procession which was in 
progress here, and* killed or wounded 
many persons. 
In consequence tlu 
Christians attacked and massacred thfl 
Jews and demolished their shops. H un­ 
dreds of persons were killed or wounded 
The bomb was throw n from the bal­ 
cony of a house in Alexandrov street 
A Russian clergym an named Fedorofl 
was amon gthose killed by the explo* 
sion. 


Immediately after the explosion Jewi 
began to fire w ith revolvers from tha 
windows of the house into the crowd 
Soldiers surrounded the house and fired 
two volleys into the windows. 
Mean­ 
while the enraged Christians attacked 
tho Jew ish stores in Alexandrov and 
Suraz streets, dem olishing the fixtures 
and windows and throw ing the goods 
into the gutters, and beating and m ur­ 
dering the Jews. 
A crowd of Jews fled 
to tho railroad station, pursued by th< 
mob, which killed m any of them there 
Three Jew s were throw n from second- 
story windows of U19 railroad statioc 
building. 


M URDERER ENTOMBED ALIVE 


Slayer 
of 
Thirty-six 
Women 
Paid 
Awful Penalty For Crime. 


London, June 16.—A dispatch from 
Tangier to a new s agency here says: 
“According to advices from Mara- 
kesh, the Cobbler Mesfewi, who had 
been convicted of the m urder of 36 
women, whose 
bodies were 
found 
burled under his shop and in his g a r 
den, has expiated his crime. 
Instead 
of being crucified, as had been intend 
ed, at the last m om ent it was ordered 
th at he be walled up alive.

HOW THE BANK CLERK HE 
HELPED CONVICT RETURNED

HE district attorney was making 
his closing speech t« tlie jury. 
The counsel for the defense had 
taished hi* plea a minute or 


tw» before, mud now sat at the long, 
paper-littered table, shuffling nerrously 
••me folded memoranda that he had 
•sed in recalling important bits of tes- 
tfatonjr. The attorney for the defense 
felt that he had argued well, that he 
had made out a food case—as good a 
case as was possible—but he also felt 
that the weight of the evidence had 
keen against him. And the spectators 
•pon the worn court house benches felt 
this. too. 


The attorney for the defense was a 


rery young man. To tell the truth. 
this was the first case of importance he 
had ever undertaken; and he was not 
getting paid for it. either. He had 
•worked for three weeks preparing for 
to-day, however, as industriously as if 
he had been counsel for some big rail- 
road, with a $10.000 fee in sight if be 
were successful. This is a way only 
rery young and struggling attorneys 
hare. 


Near by sat the prisoner, so close to 


the jury box that the foreman could 
have touched him. if he had cared to 
lean over the railing- He was a pale, 
alight man. this prisoner, with a thin, 
jellow mustache and eyes that had 
rery little light in them. He wrinkled 
his forehead once or twice during the 
district attorney's speech, seeming to 
•tare furtively across the room to 
.Where a woman was sitting near the 
wall. The woman wore black, with a 
Teil, and every little while her shoul- 
ders shook slightly, and the people in 
the adjoining seats, keenly alive to the 
dramatic, whispered to one another 
that she was crying. 


"May it please the court," said the 


district attorney, "the evidence ou both 
•ides of this case has been pretty thor- 
oughly sifted. 
My young friend for 


the defense has made out as strong a 
presentation in behalf of his client as 
the crushing weight of adverse testi- 
mony would admit. I congratulate him 
upon his effort. It is creditable to the 
bar of this county and of this State. 
But now let me trespass upon your 
time, gentlemen of the jury, in briefly 
summing up the facts from the stand- 
point of the people. 


•'This prisoner was a clerk in the 


Commonwealth National Bank. He is 
a trifle more than thirty years of age. 
and has borne aa excellent reputation 
for honesty. His good character has 
been described by a half dozen reputa- 
ble citizens. 
"We shall grant iiis good 


character. We do this cheerfully. We 
•hall admit that he has been a model 
citizen of this community—up to Juue 
the loth. last. 


"This n.an has been used to the office 


methods of the financial institution in 
which he held a position of trust. T'-e 
Dank closes at 3 o'clock. All the othe: 
employes leave. The prisoner at the 
bar stays. Why does he stay? Hear 
his answer. He stayed 'to balance a 
troublesome ledger.' This -was on a 
Saturday. Ou the next Monday morn- 
Ing, when the safe is opened, it is dis- 
covered that $1000 in $10 notes is miss- 
tog. 
j.'he combination lock has not 


been tampered with. Tfc~re is no indi- 
cation of a forcible entry. 
It turns 


out that this man was the only person 
tntrusted with, the figures of the com- 
bination lock, save the cashier and his 
Assistant, who was absent upon his va- 
cation. Finally, four $10 bills of a new 
•Treasury issue, like the new bills 
which were missing, arc found upon 
the person of the defendant. Does he 
account for them? No, he merely as- 
sures us that he came by them hon- 
estly. 


"We must not let the element of 


sympathy enter into this case at all. 
Justice is at stake; justice which, con- 
cerns you. concerns me, concerns the 
county. 
That this man, has 
lived 


among you for years, bearing an hon- 
est reputation—we shall allow, a de- 
servedly honest reputation—should not 
have the slightest weight in your de- 
terminations, gentlemen of the jury. 
If you have any faith in circumstan- 
tial evidence, we ask that the prisoner 
be convicted ia manner and form as he 
stands indicted." 


The district attorney said this and a 


great deal more. He sat down, touch- 
ing his face with a silk handkerchief. 
He was a large, impressive looking 
man, and the afternoon was warm. 
The woman in black over in the corner 
was sobbing audibly now, and the pris- 
oner's brows furrowed again as ha 
glanced in her direction. His counsel 
leaned across the littered papers and 
•whispered. The prisoner nodded wear- 
ijy. 


The court charged the jury as the 


district attorney had said it would, j 
The talesmen clattered out of the room 
and clumped back again almost as soon [ 
as they had gone. They bad not stayed | 
a quarter-hour, and their verdict was j 
"guilty." The foreman announced it! 
in a lack Instre fashion. He. too. was i 
affected by the warmth of the day. 
The attorney for the defense asked that 
the jury be polled. This was done,; 
and then be asked for clemency. 


From outside there floated in through 


the open window tbe jingle of street 
cars and the rattle of trucks over the 
cobbles, mingled with the broken tune 
from a street hurdy gurdy stationed in 
front of the saloon on the corner. The 
district attorney was chatting, even 
laughing softly now and then, with an- 
other lawyer. He was being told that 
he had made a brilliant summing up, 
and this pleased him, for he was a 
candidate for re-election. 
He raised 


fcia head abrupt!/ as he heard the clot- 


request of the young attorney. The 


prisoner was to be allowed to speak 
before sentence was pronounced. 


"I hare not much to say, Tour Hon- 


or." the man began. "I have lired ia 
this town for a long time. I came here 
fifteen years ago, without a cent, and 
I have become what I am. I hare 
never owed a man a bill that I did not 
pay. I have done my work faithfully 
and as well as I knew bow. And now 
I stand here a convicted criminal. 


*"I ask you how I can help it if the 


evidence has gone against me? I was 
in the bank, the last one in the bank, 


j that Saturday afternoon. Those four 
; new bills were found in my pockets 


when the officer arrested me. But I 
did not steal them. If I had wanted to 
steal I should have needed to fee! that 
I should be made happier than I wa* 
by taking what was not my own. I 
did not Lave to steal to be happy. I 
was happy until the 15th of June." 


The Italian with the hurdy gurdy 


j had left the corner saloon and trundled 
! his instrument nearer, near enough 


for the tune to be heard quite plainly. 
In through the windows, oa the slug- 
gish afternoon air it came: 
"There's just one jrirl in the world for m*, 
There's just one girl his lay sympathy. 
She's not so very pretty, nor "yet of bigli 
degree, 
But there's just one girl in this world for 
me." 


The notes filtered distinctly into the 


] room, causing an aroused tipstave to 
hurry out into tbe hall at a frown from 
the court officer by the witness box. 


''There isu': any use in saying any- 


thing." the prisoner went on. "And 
yer. it's got to be said. It's only fair 
to them. I've got a wife and a boy and 
girl. We've been together for seven 
years, all save the boy; he came last 
year. We have been happy." 
He 


stared about him as if he fancied some 
oue from the- hushed benches were go- 
ing to contradict him. 


"Does any oae here suppose that I 


would have risked the certainty of OUT 
little home for all the bills ia the Com- 
monwealth Bank? The district attor- 
ney has said that you should not take 
sympathy into consideration in dealing 
with this case. And yet. Your Honor, 
it is not an unmanly thing to ask for 
sympathy—for the sake of my boy and 
my girl and—her."

Dissolve two pounds in a gallon of hot 
water aad app'y hot. Kerosene and 
crude potroleun have beers extensively 
used, both in emulsions with soap and 
in mechanical mixtures with water, 
with varying success, but altogether 
they can hardiy be indorsed for gen- 
eral use. 
Reeeatiy preparations of- 


crude oil which have been treated 
chemically so that they mix -with 
water without emulsifying have been 
placed on the 
market.—The Garden

IMPROVING GRAPES. 


The girdling or ringing of grapevines 


Is done to increase the size of each 
cluster. It is not done generally, how- 
ever, although soaie find the method 
profitable. 
The bark is entirely re- 


moved below the fruit cluster about a 
month before the period of ripening, 
which hastens ciuturity about a week 
or two and enlarges ta§. bunch and 
berries. The sap ascends through tne 
pores of tbe wood to sustain growth, 
but 
the 
elaborated 
sap descend* 


through the wood and the bark aad 
can go no lower than tbe point at 
which the girdle is made, wliere it 
stops and is utilized in feeding the 
grapes. Some injury is done the Tine 
below tiie girdle, and hence it may not 
pay on an extensive scale.—E. E. 
Beach. 


STRAWBERRY FERTILIZERS. 
Generally commercial fertilizers are 


to be preferred to stable manure for 
strawberries after the plants are set. 
That is. in the preparation of the soil 
for the plants the stable manure Is 
probably best, provided it is clean ma- 
nure without noxious weed seeds. On 
the otner hand, after tiie plants nave 
sot to growing, the commercial fertiliz- 
ers are to be preferred, and probably 
one of the best formulas for all soils 
consists of a mixture of 000 pounds of 
acid phosphate. 600 pounds of dried 
blood, 100 pounds of nitrate of soda 
and 400 pounds of muriate of potash. 
Divide this into two lots of 1000 pounds 
each, and apply one-half after the crop 
has been gathered, and the other half 
in the spring. While tliis fertilizer is 
quite expensive, the cost may be ma- 
terially reduced by buying tbe ingredl'1 
ents and doing the mixing at home. 


Manitoba's Crops IK 1903. 


In 1S03 the wheat crop of Manitoba 


was 35.761,000 bushels, or 21.07 bush- 
els to the acre. 
The oats averaged 


32.5 bushels per acre, and the total 
cereal crop of the province was 115,- 
S&i,361 bushels. The root crop aver- 
aged from 233 to 2S9 bushels to the 
acre. The value of the farm buildings 
erected during the year in Manitoba 
was $4,000,000. The value of butter 
products for the year are estimated at 
$760,600 and cheese at $127,350.

SPRAY OR DIE. 


Most people seem to have the cheer- 


ful notion that a tree once planted will 
go on producing its foliage, bloom and 
fruit without further attention. " Per- 
haps it -was so once, but the San Jose 
scale has changed all that. Prior to 
the advent of this insect, spraying was 
merely practiced in a very limited way 
ay a few expert gardeners and commer- 
cial orchardists, in order to comoat 
rust, saiut aad some insect pests, nota- 
bly the scab and the coddling rnotE of 
the apple. But not until the Giver of 
All Good Things sent along the San 
Jose scale did the pubiic awake to the 
fact that it was a case of spray or die 
And now all over the country people 
are becoming acquainted with their 
trees and learning something of their 
habits and needs, thanks to a pesky 
little plant louse hiding under a shell- 
like teat, almost too small to be seen 
by the naked, eye—so small that mil- 
lions of them may be on a tree before 
being: discovered, says Country Life in 
America. 


THE GAJ1DEN FENCE. 


If you must have a garden fence. let 


zne offer a sug'gestisn. says a writer in 
the Garden Magazine. Make a fence 
of locust posts, on winch stretch one- 
iach-inesh ciicken wire. There may 
be a top and bottom rail, or not 
It 


wiil furnish you a first-class pea. bean 
and toiaato trellis, aad should a parr 
be too shady for vegetables, plant wild 
cucumber or morning-glory, which, will 
sow their own seed year after year and 
be no trouble to you. but. instead, a 
joy forever: or the entire fence may 
be made a thing of beauty by covering 
it with, sweet peas or nasturtiums. 
When the peas and beans or tomatoes 
reach the top of the fence, which 
should be four feet, I think, cut the 
tops off and force the strength into the 
•fruit. We use a combination of fiowets 
and berries for the garden's division 
lines instead 
of a fence, currants, 


gooseberries, blackcaps, and even the 
low-growing strawberry being utilized,

DAVARF APPLE TREES. 


Dwarf apple trpos have never boon 
very popular in this country, though 
thoy have been now and then boomed 
[ by the men putting them on tbe mar- 
I ket. 
The reason why they have not 
been more popular are chiefly that they 
are not long lived and frequently are 
not great bearers. 
There Is a place, 
however, for the dwarf apple tree, and 
that is principally on the farm where 
the standard varieties • have but Just 
been sot oui and will not come into 
bearing for many years. 
A few dwarf 
trees should give good satisfaction, as 
they should come into bearing some 
years before the others. 


FIXING SCALES IS EASY. 


If you have but two or three trees, 
probably whalc-oil or fish-oil soap can 
be most easily secured and applied. 
Dissolve t^vo pounds in a R-allon of hot 
water and apply hot. 
Kerosene and 
crude petroleum have been extensively 
used, both in emulsions with soap and 
in mechanical mixtures with M^ater, 
with varying success, but altogether 
they can hardly be indorsed for gen- 
eral use. 
Recently preparations of 
crude oil which 
have 
been 
treated 
chemically 
so that they 
mix 
with 
water without emulsifying have been 
placed on the 
market.—The 
Garden 
Magazine. 


IMPROVING GRAPES. 


The girdling or ringing of grapevines 
Is done to increase the size of each 
cluster. It is not done generally, how- 
ever, although some find the method 
profitable. 
The bark is entirely re- 
moved below the fruit cluster about a 
month before the period of ripening, 
which hastens muturity about a week 
or two and enlarges tli^ bunch and 
berries. 
The sap ascends through tne 
pores of the wood to sustain growth, 
but 
the 
elaborated 
sap 
descend? 
through the wood and the baric and 
can go no lower than the point at 
•which the girdle is made, where it 
stops and is utilized in feeding the 
grapes. 
Some injury is done the vine 
below the girdle, and hence it may not 
pay 
on 
an 
extensive 
scale.—E. R, 
Beach, 


STRAWBERRY 
FERTILIZERS. 


Generally commercial fertilizers are 
to be preferred to stable manure for 
strawberries after the plants are set 
That is, in the preparation of the soil 
for the plants the stable manure Is 
probably best, provided it is clean ma- 
nure without noxious weed seeds. On 
the other hand, after the plants have 
got to growing, the commercial fertiliz- 
ers are to be preferred, and probably 
one of tbe best formulas for ail soils 
consists of a mixture of 900 pounds of 
acid phosphate, GOO pounds of dried 
blood. 100 pounds of nitrate of soda 
and 400 pounds of muriate of potash. 
Divide this into two lots of 1000 pounds 
each, and apply one-half after tbe crop 
has been gathered and the other half 
in the spring. 
While this fertilizer is 
quite expensive, the cost may be ma- 
terially reduced by buying the ingredi- 
ents and doing the mixing at home. 


SPRAY OR DIE. 


Most people seem to have the cheer- 
ful notion that a tree once planted will 
go on producing Its foliage, bloom and 
fruit without further attention. ' Per- 
haps It was so once, but the San Jose 
scale has changed all that. 
Prior to 
the advent of this insect, spraying was 
merely practiced in a very limited way 
oy a few expert gardeners and commer- 
cial orchardists, in order to comoat 
rust, smut and some insect pests, nota- 
bly the scab and the coddling raotn of 
the apple. 
But not until the Giver of 
All Good Things sent along the San 
Jose scale did the public awake to tbe 
fact that it was a case of spray or die 
And now all over the country people 
are becoming acquainted with their 
trees and learning something of their 
habits and needs, thanks to a pesky 
little plant louse hiding under a shell- 
like tent, almost too small to be seen 
by the naked eye—so small that mil- 
lions of them may be on a tree before 
being discovered, says Country Life in 
America.

T H E GARDEN 
FENCE. 


If you must have a garden fence, let 
me offer a suggestion, says a writer in 
the Garden Magazine. 
Make a fence 
of locust posts, on Avhieh stretch one- 
inch-mesh chicken wire. 
There may 
be a top and bottom rail, or not. 
It 
will furnish you a iirst-class pea, bean 
and tomato trellis, and should a part 
be too shady for vegetables, plant wild 
cucumber or morning-glory, which will 
sow their own seed year after year and 
be no trouble to you, but, instead, a 
jo3' forever; or the entire fence may 
be made a thing of beauty by covering 
It with sweet peas or 
nasturtiums. 
When the peas and beans or tomatoes 
reach the top of the fence, which 
should be four feet, I think, cut the 
tops off and force the strength into the 
iruit. We use a icombination of flowers 
and berries for the garden's division 
lines 
instead 
of a fence, 
currants, 
gooseberries, blackcaps, and even the 
low'growing strawberry being utilized, 
and our fx-iends at least always speaic 
of the neat, well-kept appearance of

DWARF APPLE TREES. 


Dwarf apple trees have never boon 
very popular in this country, though 
they have been now and then boomed 
by the men putting them on the rnar- 
I ket. 
The reason why they have not 
been more popular are chiefly that they 
are not long lived and frequently are 
not great bearers. 
There is a place, 
however, for the dwarf apple tree, and 
that is principally on the farm where 
| the standard varieties • have but just 
been set oiu and will not come into 
bearing for many years. A few dwarf 
trees should give good satisfaction, as 
they should come into bearing some 
years before tbe others. 


FIXING SCALES IS EASY. 


If you have but two or three trees, 
probably whale-oil or fish-oil soap can 
be most easily secured and applied. 
Dissolve two pounds in a gallon of hot 
water and apply hot. 
Kerosene and 
crude petroleum have been extensively 
used, both in emulsions with soap and 
in mechanical mixtures with water, 
with varying success, but altogether 
they can hardly be indorsed for gen­ 
eral use. 
Recently preparations of* 
crude oil which have been treated 
chemically so that they mix with 
water without emulsifying have been 
placed on tbe 
market—The 
Garden 
Magazine. 


IMPROVING GRAPES. 


The girdling or ringing of grapevines 
is done to increase the size of each 
cluster. It is not done generally, how­ 
ever, although some find the method 
profitable. 
The bark is entirely re­ 
moved below the fruit cluster about a 
month before the period of ripening, 
which hastens muturity about a week 
or two and enlarges tli$ bunch and 
berries. 
The sap ascends through tne 
pores of the wood to sustain growth, 
but 
the 
elaborated 
sap 
descends 
through the wood and tbe bark and 
can go no lower than the point at 
which the girdle is made, where it 
stops and is utilized in feeding the 
grapes. 
Some injury is done the vine 
below the girdle, and hence it may not 
pay 
on an extensive 
scale.—E. R. 
Beach. 


STRAWBERRY FERTILIZERS. 
Generally commercial fertilizers are 
to be preferred to stable manure for 
strawberries after the plants are set. 
That is, in the preparation of the soiJ 
for the plants the stable manure is 
probably best, provided it is clean ma­ 
nure without noxious weed seeds. On 
the other hand, after the plants have 
got to growing, the commercial fertiliz­ 
ers are to be preferred, and probably 
one of the best formulas for all soils 
consists of a mixture of 900 pounds of 
acid phosphate, GOO pounds of dried 
blood, 100 pounds of nitrate of soda 
and 400 pounds of muriate of potash. 
Divide this into two lots of 1000 pounds 
each, and apply one-half after the crop 
has been gathered and the other half 
in the spring. 
While this fertilizer is 
quite expensive, the cost may be ma* 
terially reduced by buying the ingredi­ 
ents and doing the mixing at home.

SPRAY OR DIE.

Jose scale did the public awake to the 
fact that it wras a case of spray or die 
And now all over the country people 
are becoming acquainted with their 
trees and learning something of their 
habits and need3, thanks to a pesky 
little plant louse hiding under a shell- 
like tent, almost too small to be seen 
by the naked eye—so small that mil­ 
lions of them may be on a tree before 
being discovered, says Country Life in 
America. 


THE GARDEN FENCE. 


If you must have a garden fence, let 
me offer a suggestion, says a writer in 
the Garden Magazine, 
Make a fence 
of locust posts, on which stretch one- 
inch-mesh chicken wire. 
There may 
be a top and bottom rail, or not. 
It 
will furnish you a first-class pea, bean 
and tomato trellis, and should a part 
be too shady for vegetables, plant wild 
cucumber or morning-glory, which will 
sow their own seed year after year and 
be no trouble to you, but, instead, a 
joy forever; or the entire fence may 
be made a thing of beauty by covering 
it with sweet peas or nasturtiums.

GIOTTO, T H E GREAT TAIXTER. 


Over six hundred years ago there 
was, in a country place in Italy, a 
shepherd boy called (iiolto.

years old, he drew so well that a great 
artist named Cimabue asked his father 
to let him go to the great city of Flor- 
ence and learn from him to be a 
painter. Giotto's fatUer consented, and 
the boy began to work in tbe Studlo 
of his new friend. 


One day, when Cimabue was out, 
Giotto was overcome Uy a spirit of 
mischief. 
So he went to a portrait on 
which his master was spending his 
skill, and he painted a life-like Hy" 
right on his ngse. 
"When Cimabue re- 
turned he tliought the fly w^as real, and 
tried to flick it away with his 
finger. 
Then ho and everyone else laughed, and 
no one was cross with the boy. because 
so long as you work really hard a little 
fun is good. 
The foolish and wieked 
children are those who care for nothing 
but play, and who never work hard 
except when there is a lot to eat and 
only a little time to gobble it down. 


One day, when Giotto was a man, 
some one came to see him. The caller 
was an agent of the Pope, who wished 
to have some paintings done by tlie 
best artists in Italy. 
He had, there- 
fore, sent his servant to get examples 
of the work of all great painters, and 
when he saw them he was going to 
decide to iVhom he would give the 
honor of employment by himself. What 
Giotto's caller wanted wae a drawing 
or painting by which his skill might 
be judged. 


•\^^len he made his request Giotto 
took a piece of paper and made a circle 
on it with one twist of his wrist. 
Then 
he offered what he had done as a sam- 
ple of his ability.

His servant told 
the story, and the Pope smiled and 
looked carefully at the plain circle. 
Then he said: "Let this artist be sent 
for; he has done a simple thing so 
perfectly that 1 am sure he Is the 
very man to paint the pictures I have 
in mind,"

did some wonderful work that exists 
to this day,—Advance. 


HOVT TO REMOVE STAINS. 


Pitch, Wheel Grease, Tar 
Stains- 
Soften the stains with lard, then soak 
in turpentine. 
Scrape oil carefully 
with a knife all the loose siu'face dirt; 
sponge clean with turpentine, and rub 
gently till di'y. 


Hot Tea and Coffee Stains—Soak the 
stained fabric in cold water; wring; 
spread out and po'ur a few drops of 
glycerine on each spot. 
Let it stand 
several hours; then wash with cold 
"water and soap. 


Grease Spots—Hot "water and soap 
generally remove these. 
If fixed by 
long standing, use ethei, chloroform or 
naphtha. 
All throe of these must be 
used away from either fire or artificial 
light. 


Mildew—Soak in a weak solution of 
chloride of lime for several 
hours. 
Uiuse in cold water.

Chicken Croquette—Take the frag* 
ments of cold chicken, or any fowl, 
chop very fine, add an equal quantity 
of smoothly mashed potato, mix and 
season with salt, pepper, butter, a little 
prepared mustard, and make into ob- 
long cakes. 
Dip In beaten egg and 
bread crumbs, and fry in deep, hot fat, 
Serve with small squares, circles or tri- 
angles of toasted bread. 


A Cuban Soup—Add a tabJespoonful 
of gelatine that has been soaking a 
half hour to a quart of chicken stock; 
add a chopped onion, a dash of red 
pepper, a bay leaf and two or three 
clove» of garlic. 
Cook slowly fifteen 
minutes and turn into small soup pots. 
Cover the top with toasted bread; dust 
thickly with grated cheese; brown In 
the oven and send at once to the table. 


Creamed 
Spinach—Wash 
one-haJf 
peck of spinach in half a dozen waters 
and cut off the coarse part 
Put into a 
kettle or saucepan with a level tea* 
spoon of salt and just enough water 
to keep from burning. Cover and cook 
twenty minutes; drain and chop very 
fine. 
Heat with a rounding tablespoon 
of butter and 
three 
tablespoons of 
cream. 
Season with pepper and more 
salt if needed, pile in a mound on a 
dish and garnish with a hard boiled 
egg cut in fancy shapes, 


Okra With Rlce^Waslj one quart of 
okra pods, cut off the stem ends and 
slice. Cut a half-pound rather fat ham 
into dice and fry slowly in a deep ket- 
tle until crisp and brown. Have ready 
two cupiuls.peeled and sliced toma- 
toes, the same amount of the canned, 
and add to the okra, together with 
sliced onion, a tablespooniul of minced 
6WCf»t, red pepper, ^nd .two cups of 
stock- 
Cover and simmer gently for 
an hour, season with salt and pepper, 
stir in a tablespoonful of fine pepper 
and serve on « hot platter with a 
burdiii of hot boiled rice*

Cook slowly fifteen 
minutes and turn into small soup pots. 
Cover the top with toasted bread; dust 
thickly with grated cheese; brown in 
the oven and send at once to the table.

sitioH, and all other expenses incidental 
to the foregoing, seventy-two tliousand 
dollars. 
Fifteen thousand of the $72,000 
to the battlefield commission is for the 
purp4>se of constructing roads in Cumber- 
land township. 
Repeated efforts liave 
been made to obtain a new lodge on the 
Gettysburg National cemetery, as well as 
an appropriation for the construction of 
roadLs in Cumberland township, which, 
owiog to the fact that the Lutheran semi- 
nar^', Pennsylvania college and County 
Aliushouse, as well as the great amount 
of government property situated therein, 
gives this township very little or no reve- 
iiu<i in the matter of taxation, as all the 
al>ove institutions are exempt from taxa- 
tMn.

THE USEFUL TEA. 


Peas are rich in albuminoids, con 
taining nearly twice what there is in 
wheat, ten parts less of cnhbohydrates 
and slightly more fat. Such grain fed 
by itself could be only used by swine or 
hens. It makes the very best of pork, 
hard, solid and good, better even than 
corn or wheat and where a good yield 
can be had it is a profitable crop to 
-grow. Its chief use, however, in cattle 
foods would be to balance up the ra- 
tion where there is an excess of carbo- 
hydrates. 
Used in connection 
with 
other foods for the production of milk 
it scarcely has an etiual in the grain 
family. 
It is also very useful as, ra- 
tion for laying hens. 


GRASS RUNS FOR CHICKS. 


There is no place so good for young 
chicks as a nice grass plat, with shade 
trees to shield them from the hot sum- 
mer's sun. 


They gather many bugs and worms 
and seem to grow faster than when 
given other kinds of food exclusively. 


A very good way to arrange the 
broods is to have slat coops for the 
hens, and allow the chicks to run 
about In the grass and return at pleas- 
ure. With very young chicks It will be 
necessary to confine them in the morn- 
ing until the sun has partly dried the 
dew from the grass, but after ten days 
or two weeks they will need no atten- 
tion in thi8»re45ect. 


If there is an orchard it will make an 
ideal place, and the chicks will benefit 
the tree, and destroy many bugs that 
Injure the fruit.

THE GOSLINGS. 


For hatching goose eggs, a good set- 
ting 
hen 
should be used, avoiding 
heavy and clumsy or nervous, unreli- 
able ones. 
No special care is needed, 
although many growers sprinkle the 
eggs twice a week after the first two 
weeks, Let the goslings remain under 
the hen several hours after hatching, 
first removing the shells from the nest. 
After a few hours they may be re- 
moved from the hen. and, if the weath- 
er is favorable, given an outing with 
fresh water to drink and a little food. 
They do not need to eat before thlrty- 
. six hours from hatching, and may be 
i given table scraps, scalded grain with 
fresh, short grass. 
When two week® 
old they are taken from the hen and 
given a grassy 
enclosure, which is 
changed as soon as the grass Is eaten 
off. They need plenty of fresh drink- 
ing water, and a spring or brook right 
at hand is a great convenience. 
The 
water can be carried in a trough for a 
larger number of enclosures. 
Goslings 
grow very fast, and do not need much 
artificial warmth after the first. Grass 
should constitute about tsvo-thirds of 
the food. 
When large numbers are 
raised for market it pays to grow green 
crops to feed them. 
Goshngs will be 
ready for market in two or three 
months, and are easily grown 
w h ^ 
the knack is once learned, and if the 
stock is healthy and vigorous. At fat- 
tening time give a larger proportion of 
jjrain, also plenty of grass and water.

OS ANGELES,—Most thrilling of 
all stories yet related of adven- 
tures in stricken San Francisco 
during the days of horror and 
nights of terror, is that of a party of 
four, two women and two men who ar- 
rived here, after having spent a night 
and the greater portion of two days 
on the hills about Golden Gate Park.

"I was stopping in a room on the 
third floor of the hotel when the first 
shock occurred. An earthquake in San 
Francisco was no new sensation to me. 
I was there in 18G8, when a boy of ten 
years old, when the first great earth- 
quake came. 
But that was a gentle 
rocking of a cradle to the one of Wed- 
nesday, 


"I awoke to the groaning of timbers, 
the grinding, 
creaking sound, 
then 
came the roaring. 
Plastering and wall 
decorations fell. The sensation was as 
though the buildings were stretching 
and writhing like a snake. 
The dark- 
ness was intense. 
Shrieks of women 
higher, shriller than that of the creak- 
ing timbers, cut the air. 
I tumbled 
from the bed and crawled, scrambling 
toward the door. 
The twisting and 
writhing appeared to increase. The air 
was oppressive. I seemed to be saying 
to myself, will it never, never stop. 
When I wrenched the lock the door 
of the room swung back against my 
shoulder. 
Just 
then 
the 
building 
seemed to breathe, stagger and right 
Itself. 


"But I fled from that building as 
irom a falling wall. I could not believe 
^ 
*'that it could endure sucli a shock and 
still stand. 


"The next I remember I was stand- 
ing in the street laughing at the unholy 
appearance of half a hundred men clad 
^In pajamas—and less. 
' 
"The women were in 
their 
night 
robes; they made a better appearance 
than the men. 
The street was a rain- 
bow of colors in the early morning 
light. There was raiment of every hue 
i —and in many cases raiment never In- 
tended to be seen outside the boudoir. 


"I looked at a man at my side; he 
was laughing at me. Then for the first 
time I became aware that I was in pa- 
Jamas myself, 
I turned and, fled back 
to my room. 
There I dressed, packed 
mcaj grip 
and hastened back to the 
flti'eet, 


"All the big buildings on Market 
street toward the ferry were standing, 
but I marked four separate fires. The 
fronts of the small buildings had fallen 
^out into the streets and at some places 
the debris had broken through the side- 
walk Into cellars. 


"I noticed two women near me. They 
were apparently without escort. 
One 
said to the otlier: 'What wouldn't I 
give to be back in Los Angeles again?' 
That awakened a kindred feeling and 
£ proffered my assistance. 
I put my 
"^bvercoat on the stone steps of a build- 
ing and told them to sit there. 
In less 
than two minutes those steps appeared 
to pitch everything forward, to be fly- 
ing at me. The groaning and writhing 
i 


started afresh. 


"But I was just stunned, 
I stood 
there in the street with debris failing 
about me. It seemed the natural thing 
for the tops of buildings to careen over 
and for fronts to fall out. I do not even 
recall that the women screamed. 


"The street gave a convulsive shud- 
der, and the buildings somehow righted 
_theraselves again. 
I thought they had 
crashed together above my head. 
The 
two women arose and started to walk. 
I followed in a kind of aimless sort of 
tv^ay. The street was filled with mov- 
ing things again. 
The rainbow rai- 
ment had disappeared, and all were 
clad in street clothes. 
Every one was 
ivalking, but there was no confusion. 
We did not even seem in a hurry. 
Down Market street the flames were 
growing brighter, 


"We walked with our luggage to the 
S t Francis, 
Fires were burning down 
toward the ferry, but the Fire Depart- 
ment had turned I t 
We had faith In 
the Fire Department 
Soon I became 
ware that squads of soldiers were pa- 
trolling the streets. 
It appeared per- 
fectly natural. 
I do not think I won- 
dered why they were there. 
"Men and women were all about us.

A tribe that dances, and dances all 
the time except when sleeping or rest- 
ing, is the Tauala, the "forest people" 
of the north central part of Madagas- 
car. 
They dance instead of 
walk- 
ing. and instead of running they only 
dajQce faster; their rellgioue ceremonies 
are dances; their amusement is danc- 
ing; they dance even while hewing 
trees, erecting houses or gathering rice. 
They have danced so long for many 
generations, that they have forgotten 
other gaits and other motions anil 
go through life in one long delirious 
whirl. 


Besides dancing in quantity it Is 
declared that their dances, or some of 
them, are the most expressive 
anil 
meaningful, as well as the most beau- 
tifully and gracefully executed In the 
world. 


Every emotion of the human race is 
expressed in their dances, and 
the 
forms of the dance are as numerous 
as the emotions of the tlanoer, says 
the Chicago Tribune. They dance wiili 
arms, with legs, with bodies and with 
faces, posing in every conceivable at 
titude, and doing steps and executing 
movements that would make the most 
skilful of stage dauccrs wild with 
envy. 


Every form of the dances, almost, 
Is used among these "forest people." 
At the beginning of one of their dances 
the warriors, thrilling with pride and 
the lust of battle, go forth to meet

The Academy of Science, in Munich, 
has made a grant of 500 marks to Pro- 
fessor Oscar Schuitze, of 
Wurzburg, 
for an investigation of the minute anat- 
omy of the electrical organs of fishes, 
and a grant of 2500 marks to Dr. Rosz, 
curator of the Botanical Museum, at 
Munich, for zoological and botanical 
studies in Central America.

On Howard street, near Mar- 
ket lay the charred bodies of two men» 
Those were the only dead we saw In 
the streets, 


"Walking and resting, we reached 
the ferry near sunset. Soldiers seemed 
to be everywhere. 
They were offering 
milk to women and children. 
We took 
a boat to Oakland and hastened by 
trains to Los Angeles. 
If it were not 
from the sting of the cinders that still 
stick to my face I might think It was 
all a nightmare." 


Your Voice hy Pogtcard. 


The time is near at hand when the 
obliging postman will leave with other 
mail matter at your door the verbal 
message from some distant loved one 
instead of the formally written letter. 
A Frenchman has invented a phono- 
graph record of sufficient hardness- to 
go through the mails. 
It is the voice 
which, on arriving at its destination, 
speaks the message, and. as will be 
observed, saves the sender a heap of 
trouble, whatever it may do In the 
end. A material called sonorine, which 
has the advantages of wax and is in- 
destructible, 
is 
spread 
upon 
cards 
which 
conform to postoflice regula- 
tions and requirements. 
The record 
Is made by a spiral which fills the 
card, except for a small spot in the 
middle. A card will hold about eighty 
words, which is more than ordinary 
calligraphy can manage on the post 
card.—Technical World.

The musical instruments which are 
used in their ceremonial dances, such 
as the arrival of a distinguished visitor, 
the installing of a new ofliclal or the 
burial of a gread dancer, are of in- 
terest 
The greatest is a sort of zither, 
and next ia a primitive form of the 
violin, with four strings, 
which 
is 
shaped like a huge melon. 
Also they 
have a flute callcd valiha, wnich ig 
made of bamboo. 
They have a bam- 
boo drum, the head of which is a hide, 
and also a bamboo, covered at both 
ends with hide, inside of which round 
stones are shaken rhythmically. 


Their chants and their wild, Aveird 
music from the odd orchestra furnish 
a remarkabi" accompaniment for the 
dances; but with or without music, 
these odd people dance. 


It is a common sight, according to 
the French explorers, to see scores of 
men working In the rice fields, shuf- 
fling t!ieir feet swaying their bodies 
and chanting melodiously while work- 
ing. lu Sahasinaka, the principal town 
of the Tanala, the men can be seen 
dancing along the streets in a sort of 
swinging two step; and the carriers 
when packing heavy loads through the 
great forests dance along . nder their 
irdens, for a time swaying their bod- 
ies, then doing a little crow jig with 
their feet as they advi/ice, and, al- 
though four men may be carrying a 
priest or an important man In a litter» 
they dance ah the way, reming never 
to tire. 


The children begin to dance almost 
as soon as they can toddle, and liter- 
ally dance to the grave. The explorers 
«aw a funeral, four men carrying the 
body of a petty chief on their shoul- 
ders, with a procession of mournerg 
following, the entire crowd dancing to- 
ward the big burial pit 
where the 
bodies of all who die In that village are 
thrown.

Thompson as county treasurer was tak 
en Tuesday by Judge Bittinger in enter* 
img jodgmeBt in faror of the county for 
$5§,M8,«1, with interest from March 26, 
1906, against Mr. Thompson and his sure- 
ties. That amount is the delinquency 
for the year 1901. This proceeding Is 
the result of the decision of the supreme 
court in sustaining Judge Bittinger's rul- 
ings in the last case that was heard by 
that court on May 14 of this year. In 
addition to the above amount, there also 
remains to be paid the sum of f 12,692.10, 
•with interest from March 26, 190G. and 
costs of suit, this being the judgement 
entered for the balance due the county 
for the year 1900. Several years ago 
Thompson without a contest p%id some- 
thing orer |8,000 to the county for de- 
ficiencies arising the yeir 1902. The 
docket costs, witness fees and other 
court costs in the two cases contested 
amounted to about $750. When the two 
yet outstanding judgments have been 
paid, the county will hare recovered an 
aggregate sum of $80,054.71, in full sat- 
isfaction of the shortages during the 3 
years of the Thompson management of 
the county finances. 


Thompson and his sureties paid the 


claims in full on Tuesday.
